JPPORT ORGANIZATIONS FOR POLITICAL PARTIES EXAMINED

[Article by Reporter Hwang Chae-hong: "Stirring Political Support Organizations” ] 


rext|] At its party officers meeting held on the 28th [of July 1981], the Demo- 
ratic Justice party [DJP] confirmed its policy: of finishing on its own the 
rganization of the party support organization by early August--the forming of this 
organization had been put off for some time; of immediately going through the 
registration procedures with the Central Election Management Committee; and of 
seeing to it that the organization will fully function. Thus the DJP, making the 
best of its position of being the government party, became capable of raising the 
political funds needed for the operation of the party, taking the lead ahead of 
the Democratic Korea Party [DKP], the Korean Citizen's Party [KCP], and other 
parties, which had failed so far to give shape to the formation of their support 
rganizations. According to the explanations given by a [DJP] party affiliated 
ersonage, the support organization conceived by the DJP will be made up of nearly 
members in compliance with the Political Funds Law and the Regulations 

eroing the Implementation of the Law: the support funds amounting to 2 billion 
maximum legal ceiling, will be raised by the end of this year: and the 
omprisinge the main force of the organization will be business enterprises

with the status of corporate bodies. 


-sun, Deputy Director of the DJP Secretariat, who is playing the role of 
nidwife in organizing the party's support organization, revealed on the 27t! 
hat “the DJP had been launching, since early July, an actual campaign for recruit- 
members of the support organization among the 2?,000-odd business enterprises 

ir major economic organizations, including the Federation of Korean Industrie: 
od the Korean Chamber of Commerce": and added that "the selection of the organiza- 

personnel would be wound up by the end of this month." "In particular," 
birector Yun went on, “giant businesses are being excluded from the selec- 


ion of members in order to avoid the criticism over collusion between the vovern- 


nt and the economic circle, whtle those healthy men of business enterprises who 
have correct understanding of the fundamental ideology and obiect oO 
rty are being elected as members o the support organization , 
urthermore, Yun emphasized t! inevitability of organizing t! ipport oreani 
ition independently from other parties by saying: "the DJIP has so far been put 
if the organization of it support irganization, because it ' ; to | j 




















pace with other parties on the basis of consideratiuns over the stands of other 
parties. However, due to increasing financial pressure, the party is now faced 
with a critical situation in which it can no longer delay the organization of the 
support organization.” 


In fact, during the six months following its inauguration last January, the 

DJP Party spent, as indicated in its records, at least 4-odd billion won for its 
operational funds, exclusive of the electoral expenditures. This money was said 
to be raised from party membership fees, special donations, and subsidies from 
the national treasury. 


A breakdown [of the money raised] shows: 600 million won collected from the 1.2 
billion won party fund which became due during the past six months; 3 billion won 
from special party funds; and 200 million won from subsidies from the national 
treasury--thus approximately 4 billion won in total. The party's monthly expendi- 
ture is amounting to 500 to 600 million won (personnel expenditure: 170 million 
won; subsidies to local party organizations: 180 million won; expenditure for 
policy development: 30 million won; and the educational expenditure for the opera- 
tion of the political research institute, public [relations] expenditures, party 
building maintenance, and other casual expenditures). These figures were given 

by a party affiliated person, who revealed that the balance of the party funds 

was now almost zero. 


While the DJP established its firm policy of organizing its support organization, 
the DKP and KCP had heated debates within their parties regarding the issue of 
organizing their support orgenizations. Their arguments, centering around the 
issue of "cause" vs "practical necessity,” tmve not been resolved so far and there 
is no progress in their efforts to organize support organizations. 


The DKP, whose party consensus decided to reject the proposed “support organiza- 
tions pool system,” attempted to organize its independent support organization for 
the purpose of raising 50 to 60 million won monthly for the party. However, every- 
one whom this party solicited for membership in the support organization expressed 
reluctance to form a non-government party support organization because of the legal 
requirement that the membership roster of a party support organization be made pub- 
lic. Thus the party's attempts to organize its support organization is facing a 
deadlock, a person affiliated with the DKP revealed. 


Under these difficulties developing in the course of soliciting support organiza- 
tions, some party officers of the DKP are advocating "the practical necessity 
theory” which asserts that "the party must accept the support organization poo! 
system proposal." However, party president Yu Ch'i-song and other party officers 
are contending that, since the party consensus decided to reject the support organ- 
ization pool system, which runs counter to the cause and spirit of the law, the 
party cannot repeat the discussion of this matter again and again They are 
holding fast to “the cause theory," which advocates “a cut in party expenses to 
meet the shortace of party funds." Thus the DKP has failed to cecordinate opinions 
even within the party. 

In the case of the KCP, meanwhile, it badly needs a support organization in 
order to raise its nearly 15 million won monthly expenditure. However, it vir- 
tually abandoned the idea of organizing its own support organization: and it is 
now seeking to establish a trust fund system. 
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which have many prominent businessmen among its members, have indeed made efforts 
0 organize their support organizations’: and it charged that those parties would 
ave been able to organize their support organizations, if they really tried to.’ 
fo this charge, president Yu of ihe Minhan Party complained: “What can you do, 
if you are asked to do what you cannot do? It is just like to ask someone to bear 
hild not yet conceived.” ‘ice President Yi Man-sop of the KCP grumbled: 
“Doesn't even a child of t':iree feet hieh know that nobody likes to be a member of 
the suppor’ creertzcaiions of a non-government party?” and, “it is a rather hast’ 
ction o the part of the DJP, he overnment party that it reani i its own 
su rt oreanization independently from other parties 
lowever, some quarters the political circles observe that if the DJP organize 
its support organization, other parties, including the DKP and KCP, waild have ¢t 
organize their counterparts.

GOVERNMENT PLAN FOR ENERGY, RESOURCES DISCUSSED 
Seoul SOKYU HYOPHOE PO in Korean Apr 81 pp 29-32 


[Article: "The Energy and Resources Sector Plan (Draft) of the Fifth Five-Year 
Economic and Social Development Plan" ] 


[Text] The government, Laving prepared the (draft) Energy and Resources Sector 
Plan of the Fifth Five-Year Economic and Social Development Plan (see p 2), which 
consists of increasing the refining capacity of domestic oil refineries from 1981's 
790,000 barrels per day to 1 million barrels per day in 1986 and building oil com- 
pany storage facilities for 60 days by 1982, held a policy meeting on 9 April at 
KID. 


The plan forecasts an average yearly growth of 7.7 percent in total energy consump- 
tion through the period (1982-1986) for a total increase of about 140 percent from 
the calculated 41 million tons in 1981 to 59 million tons in 1986. 


Looking at the energy supply and demand structure, the supply and demand plan sees 
that, due to the shortage of domestic energy resources, the degree of reliance on 
foreign countries will be more severe, from 1981's 71.5 percent to 78.9 percent in 
1986. With the active promotion of the freedom from oil policy, the degree of re- 
liance on oil is planned to decrease from 62.1 percent to 48.4 percent. 


In particular, for alternative energy, bituminous coal will increase an annual aver- 
age of 47.5 percent, greatly raising its proportion of total energy from 2.2 to 10.4 
percent, while gas (LPG, LNG) will increase an annual average of 38.5 percent, rais- 
ing its proportion from 1.4 percent to 4.9 percent. 


Also, with the completion and operation, through the pushing on of nuclear power 
plant construction, of a total of six plants with an electric power generating capac- 
ity of 4,776,000 kw, the proportion of nuclear power will expand from 1.9 percent of 
ll.1 percent of total energy. 


On one hand, the demand for 50 some general ores such as iron and copper is pro- 
jected to expand a yearly average of 12.1 percent during the period with expendi- 
tures increase fram approximately one trillion won in 1979 monetary calculations to 
twice that at two trillion in 1986, 

















ywwever, domestic production will only increas: an average annual five percent so 
that the degree of dependence on imports is expected to increase from 1981's 65.7 
percent to 75.3 percent in 1986. 


During the plan period, the total investment in the Energy and Resources Sector s 
timated in 1980 prices at fourteen trillion won. 

i this, the electric power sector, including the construction of generating plans 
and the expansion of facilities to transmit and distribute electricity, will account 
tor 7.8 trillion won or approximately 54.6 percent; the petroleum sector, including 

he expansion of refining facilities and the construction of emergency storage fac- 
ilities and oil pipelines, 18 percent; the coal sector, 8 percent; and investment for 
energy conservation and the development of foreign resources, 6.1 percent and 3.5 
percent each. 


During the plan period, the Power Resources Ministry plans for its major policy 

tasks to: (1) actively develop domestic resources; (2) safely secure import re- 
uurces; (3) greatly reduce the degree of dependence on petroleum; while (4) ac- 

tively developing energy conservation and the rationalization of energy usage. 


In order to increase coal production from the 1981 level of 1.9 billion tons to 2.15 
billion tons in 1986, it is planned to actively develop research and exploration ac- 
tivities whi’ emphasizing the procurement of technical manpower, the improvement of 
tanagement, and the conversion to large unit mining lots and expanding the produc- 

tion base by raising coal mining mechanization from 8 percent to 35 percent in order

to promote the modernization of coal mining enterprises. 





Also, in order to strengthen the improvement of the mining workers’ environment and 
assures, it is planned to increase the percertage of provided housing to 100 
expand health and sanitary facilities, prepare measures against the closure 
yt mine ind comprehensively estab!‘ish disas'‘er measures. 


in order to raise the degree of self-sufficiency in such major strategic minerals a

Furthermore, in order to ensure the smooth supply of domestic oil products, it is 
planned to increase refinery capacity from the current daily 790,000 barrels to 
1,000,000 barrels by 1986 while making it possible for government emergency supply 
storage facilities to hold 60 days supply by 1986 as well as pushing on so that oil 
company storage facilities also will be able to store 60 days supply by 1982.

In order to modernize the oil distributiun system, it is planned to build a 466 km 
pipeline between Yosu and Seoul first, and a 276 km pipeline between Ulsan and 
Taejon second, while establishing terminals in five such locations as Seoul and 
Kwang ju. 


In order to alleviate the pollution problems resulting from the increased consumption 
of petroleum, the supply of low sulphur oil will be increased by 67 percent fot 
bunker C oil and 100 percent for light ofl while a plan for introducing cracking 
facilities in order to promote the conversion of heavy oil to light oil will be 
studied and pursued.

Since the current petroleum generation proportion of the total electricity generation 
facilities of 9,836,000 kw is 74.2 percent, in order to reduce this t» 35.0 percent 
of a 1986 17,591,000 kw capacity, and convert to an oil free system of generating 
electricity, it is planned to suppress any further construction of petroleum thermal 
power plants in addition to the 10,000 kw North Cheju Plant Number One now under con- 
Struction while promoting the construction of nuclear power plants to increase nu- 
clear power‘s proportion to 27 percent of the 1986 capacity of 17,591,000 kw and 
increasing the proportion of coal power plants from 7.6 percent to 16.9 percent, 
hydroelectricity from 12.2 percent to 13.1 percent and finishing and operating the 
first gas power plants to achieve 8 percent. 


Plans will be studied to increase power generation efficiency from 35 percent to 38 
percent and lower power distribution loss from 7.5 percent to under 7 percent through 
the rationalization of the management of electric power work, as well as to raise 

the high voltage transmission lines from the current 154 kv and 345 kv to 800 kv 
facilities. 


Since we now rely on a simple purchasing method for most of our major resources and 
the tendency toward resource nationalism is expected to grow stronger, it is planned 
‘Oo promote the development import of foreign resources in order to secure safe, long 
range supolies. 


In order to expand the institutional base for development import, it is planned t: 
promote priority in domestic use of development import resources, strengthen th 
operative system between the developer and the actual damestic user, and promot< 
joint development investment with foreign capital so as to increase our self-~<de- 
pendent supply proportion, i.e., the proportion of domestic production and develop- 
ment imports, of main strategic minerals. 


Of the main minerals, it is planned to raise the percentage of self~<iependent supply 
to 15 percent for bituminous coal and 88.6 percent for anthracite while raising iron 
and copper ores for 4.1 and 10.3 percent each. 


Since che demand for gas is anticipated to increase with freedom from petroleun, 
poilution prevent-on and the rise in income levels, it ir planned to establish an 
early base for the introduction of LPG and LNG while in order to convert the cur- 
rent major city fuel from coal to gas the supply of gas in the cities is planned to 
expand for 1981's 140,000 households to 800,000 in 1986; to achieve this, it is 
planned to expand the major city gas plant facilities from 1981's 250,000 m4 to 
1,000,000 m3 in 1986 while building storage facilities which will increase the LPC 
storage capacity from 23,000 tons to 155,000 tons in 1986 and building a 220,000 m? 








storage capacity to allow for storing 1 million tons of LPC at receiving bases in 
1982. Also, it is planned to build new receiving bases of a 3 million scale for 
LNG by 1987. 


Although the development and utilization technology of such new energy as solar, 

wind and bioma.s is still at a low level, a comprehensive development system will 

be set up and strengthened and the develooment and utilization vt sew energy will be 
gradually expanded through the development of joint research with advanced institutes 
and the beld introduction of new technology. 


In particular, in the utilization of solar heat, solar collector facilities ave to 
be actively distributed to increase them from 1981's 200 locations to 120,000 lo- 

cations in 1986; initial distribution will be for passive solar homes and continu- 
ous aid will be given so that the private sector can promote the free promotion of 
active solar homes. 


For other energy ech as solar power generation, wind power and ezricultural and 
fiuhery product drying facilities, small scale hydropower, biomass, wave pover or 
thermal power, continuous research and development will be carried out centered on 
the current test operation facilities while soon completing related basic investi- 
gations. 


The goal of reducing energy demand by 5 percent by 1986 has been set; in order to 
achieve this, low energy industrial structure reorganization measures wi_l be estab- 
lished and pursued. in particular, it is planned to promete the control of an energy 
utilization plan and the collecting of industrial areas inte complexes while ac- 
tively developing shoreline industrial areas and encouraging the location there of 
new plants, and pursuing the rational reorganization of the transportation division 
system to achieve an effective transportation system between the railroads, mari- 
time transport, and the public highways. 


Also, in order to promote the freedom from oil of industrial fuels, the coal sub- 
stitution work of seve: cement companies such as Ssangyong and Tongyang will be 
completed in 198) and plans to expand coal utilization centered on shoreline indus- 
trial areas will be established and pursued while the LPG gas substitution work for 
Naptha as an industria! resource for such flelds as methanol or fertilizer will be 
pursued. 


In order to enhance the energy utilization efficiency of industrial entities, it is 
planned to promote the replacement of old and inefficient facilities for boilers and 
stoves while carrying out erergy management diagnoses for 300 businesses each year 
and building an additional 63 thermal complex electric g2neratiun modes. 


In order to achieve energy conservation in the housing and construction sector, heat . 
resistant structuralizat.on will be promoted to enhance the level of heat resistance 

in new structures and to expand the heat resistance of existing buildings and estab- 

lish and enforce standard air conditioning and building standards while studying «and 

pursuing plans to revamp the existing per p*yong standard for the attachment of 

automatic control devices and heating modules to an actual energy usage standard in 

order to promote tive maintenance of proper room temperatures for buildings. 








Also, for large city areas of dense population, a plan to introduce area heating 
systems will be studied and pursued while strengthening energy management diagnoses 


for large buildings and apartments. 


In order to carry out this energy conservation and utilization reationalization work 
pan-nationully, educational and publicity work will be strengthened while the current 
energy utilization rationalization fund will be increased from 8 billion won to the 
scale of 500 billion and for other policy funds, a plan will be pursued for the early 
introduction of about 400 million won in long term low interest loans from the World 


Bank or the Asia Development Bank as well as in aid.

EXTRACTION EQUIPMENT PRODUCTION--Enterprises of the Ministry of Second Machinery 
Industries are making a big upsurge in extraction equipment production. Workers of 
the Pyongyang Coal Mining Machinery Factory are producing more hydraulic combir 2d 
machinery braces to send to the Anju Region Coal Mining Complex. Many factories, 
including the Sariwon Mining Machinery Factory and the Ranam Survey Parts Factory, 
have raised productivity 100-150 percent since the first combat of the year. The 
Nagwon Machinery Factory is rising to still higher levels of excavator production; 
it has made 80 items of modern machine facilities and rearranged its heat manage- 
ment process, enabling a more than doubling in the life of parts; it has also 
raised the level of conversion to press and dies in production of shafts ard gears. 
The Hoeryong Coal Mining Machinery Factory is making more extraction equipment 
available for the northern region coal mines, including excavators, coal cars, brace 
recoverers, and conveyers. The T'anch'on Mining Machinery Factory and the 9 August 
Factory are also making high-efficiency extraction equipment.
